ion derives additional importance, when it is 
considered that watters of unusual magni- 
tude are to ocenpy the deliberations of the 
General Assembly. ‘The system of Internal 


Improvements, connected intimately, and in- 
ceparably, as it necessarily must be, with 
the financial operations of the Bank, 


sents a subject, culling for the exerci 
the highest degree of discretion and snga- 
city, as well as great liberality of legisla- 
tion. 

Ona subject, of such magnitude, and in- 
volving so many local and sectional jnter- 
ests, itis not to be expected that the best 
plans can be digested and adopted without 
Mutual forbearance and sacrilice; and every 
member elect should prepare his mind be- 
forchand, to make those sacrifices when re- 
quired by the public good. 

Tt will be recollected by your readers, that 
When the system of improvements now in 
operation was brought forward at the Jast 
session of the Legislature, it was organized 
and recommended by a Convention hastily 
collected at the seat of government, and at 
a period of great ge It is 
not to be supposed, that the Convention, or 
the Legislature, had time to reflect suffi- 
cicntly, or deliberately, upon allthe bearings 
of so important a subject. 1 18 NOW 
different views were entertained; but time 
ahd Some experience, has served to ealig 
and correct the judgment of the peop! 
this as well as many other matte: 
question now to be settled is, whether the 
System commenced, on so extensive a scale, 
shall be continued, or curtailed, or altogether 
suspended. ‘The people willanxiously await 
the discussions incidental to the settlement 
of the question.—The “Backwoodsman” has 
some good thoughts, in a late number, on 
the subject, well worthy of consideration; 
but though we do not agree altogether with 
his views, we are far from wishing the pub- 
lic works now in progress altogether sus- 
pended. 

We are unoble to persuade ourselves that 
private speculation had not much to do with 

rojecting some of the routs; and if sv, we 
hope those appointed to-represent the true 
interests of the people, will so far compro- 
mise the plans originally proposed for con- 
struction, as to select judiciously, and prose- 
cute to completion, the roads on such routs 
as would open the best thoroughfares, for 
the facility of travel, and for the transport- 
ation of the vast amount of the products of 
the country to some prominent points on 
the large rivers. When the highly cultiva~ 
ted state of the counties of Sangamon and 
Morgan, together with other counties ad- 
jacent to them, is considered, as also the vast 
amount of Wheat, Corn, Beef, and Pork, 
which those counties already produce for a 
foreign market—the difficulties of navigating 
the Illinois river most of the season—the 
almost impossibility of making a commer- 
cial point on the Illinois river on account of 
health—it appears of the first importance 
to have one road, at least, in early operation, 
to connect the interests, and facilitate the 
business of the counties alluded to, with the 
head waters of navigation for large boats. 

Tt is well known that the survey made by 
Gen. Mitchell, from Alton, through Carlin- 
ville to Springfield, indicated a country infe- 
rior to none in the world for the economical 
construction of a Rail-road; and we are as- 
sured on good authority, that the stockhold- 
ers of the road on the rout alluded to, would 
surrender the stock at par to the State, if 
desired, on condition that the Hillsboro’ 
road should be extended from its present 
fforthern line, by way of Carlinville, and 
then the private rout continued on to Spring- 
field by the State. We feel confident this 
arrangement would be gratifying to the lib- 
eral views of the people of Sangamon, as 
well as those of Morgan and Macoupin. 
The time cannot be distant when the inter- 
course between Springfield and Alton must 
be of great mutual importance; and nothing 
would so much facilitate it to mutual advan- 
tage, as the road alluded to.—It is well 
known that the people of Sangamon have, 
with great public spirit, commenced the c- 
rection of a State House at Springfield ona 
scale to warrant the certainty that the Le- 
gislature will make such appropriations for 
its completion, as shall forever set at rest 
the question of its permanent location. ‘There 
cannot be a finer section of Agricultural 
country opened in the world than that lying 


between Springfield and Alton; and it must 
be apparent to all who have ally knowledge 


of the Geographical position of the two pla- 
ces, that the completion af one such road as 
this, would do more to make a well digested 
system of internal improvements popular, 
throughout the State, than a dozen roads 
commenced, but none completed. I hope the 
subject of Internal Improvements thus has- 
tily brought up for consideration, will serve 
to elicit a fair discussion through the press, 
or otherwise.

THE MORMON WAR ENDED! 

The Mormon war has been terminated, by 
a surrender of the Mormon leaders to tho 
troops under Gen. Atcmixsoy. This hap- 
pened on Sunday, Oct. 28th. On that day, 
about three thousand men, being part of the 
army of 5,000, ordered out under Gen. 
CLank, comprising Gen. Atchinson’s divis~ 
ion, made their appearance, before the town 
of Far West, the county seat of Caldwell 
county, where the Mormons were entrenched 
Upon their approach, the Mormons had hoist- 
eda white flag, which was shot down by 
Capt. Bogard, but was immediately replaced 
Gen. Atchinson then sent in a message, with 
a view to learn their wishes and intentions, 
when six of their leaders avowed their wil- 
lingness to surrender, in the expectation 
thatthe Mormons should be unharmed. The 
surrender was accepted; and the individuals 
put under guard. Their names are Joseru 
Ricpon, Geonce Hinxkve, 


and pursued their way to the northern 
tier. 

‘The reports vary as to what happened af- 
ter the surrender. In fact, our intelligence 
does not come down clearly to a period, Inter 
than the day of the capitulation. 

On the day after, Gen. Atchinson received 
the orders of the Governor, which have al- 
ready been mentioned in this paper, as di- 
recting the expulsion or exiermination of the 
Mormons. It is said that, shocked and dis- 
usted with the severity of the command, 
he retired and went home. After that event, 
itis stated that several—some accounts say 
40 of the Mormons—were put tw death. 
One versicn of this statement is, that the 
Mormons killed, at this time, were such as 
had not come into Far West. We need, 
however, more certain and authentic inform- 
ation, than we now have, on this head. 
Gen. Clark, with the remainder of the

troops, collected from the counties below 


ldwell, was, on the Friday after the 
render, encumped in Ray county, and had 
not then reached Far West. 

It is stated that, about the time of the sur- 
render, a company of men—200 in number 
—fell ona body of the Mormons, in Splawn's 
settlement, on Shoalcreck, abut 20 miles 
from Far. West. ‘fhe Mormons, it is said, 
were 36 in number; ond the story runs! 
all but four were put to death. Some o} 
names of the killed, as reported to us, are 
Dayid Evans, from Ohio, Jacob Fox, from 
Pennsylvania, Thomas M'Bride and his fa- 
ther, Mr. Daly, M. Merril and his son-in- 
law, Mr. White, all from Ohio. 

‘The facts about Bogard’s fight are that fico 
of his men were killed—one outright, and 
one dicd of his wounds. At the same time, 
four Mormons fell—among them the Cap- 
tain of their band. Bogard's company were 
stationed on the line of Ray county, to in- 
tercept the ation between Ray and 
Caldwell. They had captured four Mormons; 
and to rescue these the attack was made up- 
on them by the Mormons. Bogard’s comm 
pany is said to haye been 40 in number; and 
the Mormons 70. 

‘As to the Mormon ravages in Daviess 
county, the plundering and burning of which 
so much has been said——we aro informed that, 
before those hostile operations, the Mor- 
mons held a consultation, at which the pro- 
pricty of the steps afterwards taken, was de- 
bated at large. Some of their number were 
averse to the plan, and nearly one third dis- 
sented from it. ‘The reasons assigned for 
these measures, were olledged outrages by 
their enemies in Carro}l and Daviess coun- 
ties. According to the Mormon statement, 
their houses and buildings, near Dewitt, in 
Carroll county, bad been destroyed by their 
clieimics, and they thomselyes expelled from 
the county, and afterwards pursued, on their 
retreat into Daviess. Jt was, therefore, os 
they alledge, in retaliation for previous un- 
provoked outrages, that they executed their 
system of violence and terror in the county 
of Daviess. Evidently, they could not have 
adopted a more suicidal policy—allowing 
their own statements to be wholly true. 

We have no time now—and it would take 
more space than we can spare for it—even 
with a knowledge of all the facts, to enter 
into a history of the origin and progress of 
this difficulty. But there is a statement in 
this connection, which we have heard but 
recently, and which we sincerely uope is 
not true. That statement is as follows: 

About the 9th or 10th of Jast month, when 
about 80 Mormon fainilies had been expelled 
from Carroll county, and driven into Daviess, 
a message was sent by them to the State Ex- 
ecutive, praying for his interposition in their 
behalf. ‘The reply to that message was, that 
already the State had been put to a great 
deal of expense on account of these diffi- 
culties, and that he could see no cause to 
interpose; thus leaving the parties to fightit 
out 

‘The disposition of the captured Mormons 
presents a case of great difficulty. They are 
fenerally poor—at least they have but little 
money and few means besides their stock 
and crops to preserve them from starvation. 
‘As it is, we suspect, these means are very 
much abridged. The presence of several 
thousand troops in their vicinity must have 
reduced them greatly. The proposition—so 
it is given out—is to remove them from the 
State. Who will advance the funds, where- 
with to consummate sucha measure? And 
where shall they be sent? Their numbers 
exceed five thousand, men, womenand child- 


ren! Are these 5,000 people—without any 
means, and literally beggars—to be thrust 


upon the charities of Illinois, Iowa, or Wis- 
consin? 

Itis said that the leaders are to be put to 
trial. We hope there may be a trial, and 
that the trial will extend to a most thorough, 
rigid and impartial examination into the or- 
igin and progress of this extraordinary com- 
motion. We hope thata searching opera- 
tion will be applied to the guilty on all sides. 
It is only in such a way that the government 
and people of this State can place themselves 
ina just and dignified attitude before their 
sister governments and fellow-citizens of 


the Union. 

Fortnen From THe Mornons.—The ac- 
count of a bloody butchery of thirty-two 
Mormons, on Splawn’s creek, is fully con- 
firmed. ‘vo children were killed, we pre- 
sume, by accident. Considerable plunder— 
such as beds, hats, &c., were taken from the 
slaughtered. Not one of the assailants was 
killed or hurt. 

‘About the time of the surrender, several 
Mormon houses were burnt in Chariton; and 
one Mormon who refused to leave, killed. 

At Far West, after the surrender, a Mor- 
mon had bis brains dashed out, by @ man 
Wno accused the Mormon of burning his 
house in Davies:

PROPOSED INDIAN GOVERNMENT- 

In reply to an esteemed subscriber and 
correspondent, and for the information of 
others who may feel an interest in the wel- 
fare of our Indian Tribes, we now state that 
the bill to establish an Indian Territorial 
Government or Confederacy west of the Mis- 
sissippi underwent consideration in the Se- 
pate of the United States on the 26th, 27th, 
and 30th of April, and finally passed in that 
body, without a division, two days after- 
wards. In the National Intelligencer of 
April 23th and May 1st, the proceedings on 
the bill are succinctly but fully given. The 
greatobject of the bill is distinctly expressed; 
the remarks of several Senators are published 
in brief, and the first speech of Mr. Trrtox, 
the author of the bill, answering objections, 
and illustrating its principal features, was 
published in full. The debate at large was 
further published in the Intelligencer of the 
Gth and Sth of September. 

The main object of the bill was to establish 
‘a Confederacy of Indian Tribes, under a 
General Government, to be framed by the 
Chiefs of such Tribes as might choose to aid 
in its formation, to be approved by the Pre- 
sident of the United States, and to be bind- 
ing only on such Tribes as should subsequent- 
ly assent to it, by Tribes in council, or by 
Delegates duly and specifically authorized. 
‘The laws, &c. of the Confederacy were pro- 
posed to be enacted by a General Council, 
composed of not less than three nor more 
than five from each Tribe, to be chosen as 
the Confederacy should direct; said laws ta 
be of no effect till approved by the Superins 
tendent, (to be chosen every four years by 
the’ President and Senate of the United 
States,) nor till approved also by the Presi~ 
dent of the United States. The bill pro- 
posed to allow the Confederacy to elect, in 
such manner as the President of the United 
States should prescribe, a Delegate, wha 
must be of Indian descent, to reside at 
Washington during the sessions of Congress, 
The bill also proposed to establish as the 
continuous boundaries of the whole Indian 
Perritory in that quarter, the Puncah river, 
thence the Missouri, thence the western 
boundaries of Missouri and Arkansas, 
thence the Red river, toa direct (perpendi- 
cular) distance of two hundred miles, and 
thence ina direct Jing to the source of the 


Panes. 


By the members of the Senate generally, 
the bill was greeted in the strongest and 
warmest terms of praise and approvel. Mr. 
Critrennen declared that “he would rather 
be the author of this bill, if it should be ma- 
tured into alaw, than of any measure which 
had been adopted since he had a seat in the 
Senate." On the test vote there appeared in 
favor of the bill, yeas 38, nays 6. (Nays, 
Messrs. Allen, Benton, Brown, Calhoun, 
Niles, Norvell.) 

The bill failed forthe present in the House 
of Representatives: but it failed, as far as 
we know, only because in the course of bu- 
siness in that House it was never reachod.— 
Tt was one of the many important bills which 
were sacrificed to the determination to ad- 
journ ata particular period, leaving no time 
to act upon half the business on the tables of 
the two Houses.”

A commuuication in the St. Louis Bulle- 
fin gives an account of the bones of a mam- 
snoth, of large size, recently found in Gas- 
conade county, in Missouri, while clearing 
outa spring.
